LATE NEWS NOTES. 

Tho new charter of San Jose will 
provide that no man be retained as an 
employe of the city who does not pay 
his debts. 

A. J. Wadderburn, representing the 
State Grange of Virginia, has ap¬ 
pealed for an export bounty on agricul¬ 
tural products. 

Notices have been posted in all the 
mines in the Massillon (Ohio) district 
anounoing a reduction in the price of 
pick mining from (U to 51 cents a ton. 
The posting of the notice has precipi¬ 
tated a strike. 

A dispatch from Havana received in 
Madrid, Spain, says it is expected 
Gomez and the other insurgent leaders 
will soon make overtures to the Spau- 
ish military authorities in Cuba, with 
a view of securing favorable terms of 
surrender. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has 
awarded the contract for building a 
vessel for the lighthouse servioe to 
Wolf & Zewicker of Portland, Or., at 
#78,000 to be finished within ten 
months. The vessel will be stationed 
at San Franoisco. 

The Galveston Terminal, under the 
laws of Texas, with a capital stock of 
#300,000, has been chartered to pur¬ 
chase Pelican island and adjoining 
islands in the channel opposite Galves¬ 
ton, to be developed within three years 
after delivery of the deed. At least 
200 acres will be converted into docks 
and wharver with a capacity for at 
least fifty steamships. The property 
will«be connected with the city of 
Galveston by a railroad bridge. The 
city will own one-third of the capital 
stock of the company. This is the first 
movement toward providing the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
with the facilities it desires at tnia 
port.

Over 300 feet of the north jetty at 
Eureka has been washed away during 
the past two weeks. 

A bill for the support of aged iudi - 
; gents has been introduced in the As- 
j sembly at Sacramento. 

The Tucson star claims that tiie 
gold output of Arizona for the present 
i year will reach #10,000,000. 

Over 200 stands of arms have been 
taken from persons entering Yosemite 
Park by the two main thoroughfares. 

The steelhead salmon trout ure said 
i to be coming into Santa Ynez river 
since the late rains in good numbers. 

The City Council of Sacramento has 
passed an ordinance to the effect that 
any employe of the city who does not 
pay his bills shall lose his position. 

The Petaluma Daily Argus, after 
running two years, has suspended pub¬ 
lication. Its proprietors, MoNabb & 
Cassidy, will continue the weekly edi¬ 
tion. 

Spokano county, Washington, has 
ten good-sized lumber mills and several 
smaller ones, the whole aggregating 
an estimated capacity of 185,000 feet 
per day. 

The Siskiyou County Bank is to 
have a new building on the present 
site at Yreka. It will be an elegant, 
commodious and thoroughly modern 
structure. 

The groat cattle aud laud interests 
of Miller & Lux is to bo merged into 
a corporation of #12,000,000 nupitiil 
stock. Henry Miller, the surviving 
partner, is to have #0,000,000 worth. 

The cyclists want but one Jfavor of 
the present State Legislature—the 
passage of the baggage bill classing the 
bicycle as free baggage—and they will 
concentrate all their efforts to obtain 
it. 

A sample ui sugar cane from Yuma 
recently sent to San Francisco yielded 

13.7 per cent sugar. Louisiana cune 
yields 12.82 per cent; Hawaiian cane, 

15.7 per oent; Java oane, 18.98 per 
cent. 

The San Diego Wednesday club’s 
efforts to raise funds for a public 
library building have brought offers of 
free plans. A Boston firm offers to 
donate #300 worth of prints for its 
walls. 

The United States revenue outter 
Bear has been taken to (Quartermaster 
harbor to be put on the dry dock for 
repairs to her hull. A #5000 contract 
has been let and exteusivejrepairs are 
to be made. 

The Saturday Nignt L.ake- 

view, San Diego county, spends an 
hour or two in social converso aud then 
the members exchange magazines. A 
monthly fee of 10 cents is exacted to 
buy the magazines. 

The Orange Belt irrigation district 
near Pomona will disincorporate. It 
has no bonds outstanding and no debt. 
The district was formed several years 
ago with a view of taking water from 
the Arrowhead system. 

The State Board of Trade recently 
received from Professor Hilgard of the 
State University a sample of the tropi¬ 
cal paWpaw, which experiments have 
demonstrated possesses pepsin in such 
quantities as to digest meat. 

The old steamer Portland, formerly 
the Haytian Republic, lias been charter¬ 
ed by the North American Transporta¬ 
tion and Trading Company. She will 
be refitted and put on the run between 
San Francisco and the Yukon. 

Eastern apples are being sold in San 
I Jose, aud yet the conditions in the 
near-by Santa Cruz mountains and 
foothills are all favorable for apple 
growing. California ought to grow 
all the apples that she requires. 

Several parties are out with petitions 
of recommendation to the appointment 
of the Lompoc Postoflice, a vacancy in 
which will not occur except for cause, 
for the two years to come. The office 
is worth about #1400 per annum. 

The Puschbacker or Magalia mine, 
on Magalia ridge, Butte county, has 
been bonded in the interest of an Eng¬ 
lish syndicate, and a diamond drill 
will be used to locate the deep channel 
supposed to run through the ridge. 

The Oroville Mercury expresses sur¬ 
prise that the diamond drill is not 
more extensively used in prospecting, 
as it can be run to any depth and 
withdrawn with the core showing the 
exact formation of every inch of ground 
through which it passes. 

Nearly the entire portion of the 
Santa Rosa rancho, comprising several 
thousand acres, is being farmed. For 
years this valuable property has been 
exclusively devoted to sheep and cattle.

On photographing the sun recently at 
Lick Observatory, San Jose, Mr. Col-; 

I ton found a large spot near the eastern 
limb, which is easily visible without 
telescopic aid. It is mostly pneum- 
bral, however, the nucleus being small. 
The extreme length of the spot is about 
(58,000 miles. 

The building of the Morena dam, 
which is to form a part of the San 
Diego city #1,500,000 water system, is 
causing the City Engineer a great deal 
of trouble. He reported officially that 
the dam was defective. Then he was 
made to say in a published interview 
that the dam was satisfactory,or would 
be when certain promises were ful- 
! filled, and that the contractor was a 
! fine man, for whom he (the City Engi- 
j neer) wanted to savo money. And 
j now comes a third interview in which 
the City Engineer says the contractor 
, followed the specifications accidentally, 

; but with the intent to violate them. 
When this City Engineer really finds 
j out “where he is at” concerning this 
! dam, it ought to be a relief to the peo- 
| pie whom he is supposed to represent, 

' and who will have to pay the bills. 

A Teachers’ Association for North¬ 
ern California has been organized at 
Red Bluff. Communications were 
! read from tho county superintendents ! 
j of Yolo, Del Norte, Modoc aud Trin- 
I ity expressing their sympathy with the 
! organization and regret at not being 
able to bo present. A code of by-laws 
I was adopted. G. H. Stout was elected 
president; Mrs. Ditmar and Mrs Arm¬ 
strong of Yolo, vice-presidents; Mrs. 

! Wilson corresponding secretary; O. E. 
Graves, treasurer, and C. G. Kline, re- 
j cording secretary. It was resolved to 
hold the next meeting in Siskiyou 
| county. 

CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 

Raw wool has been taken up by the 
Ways and Means Committee. 

A bill has been passed to amend the 
act providing for a civil government 
j in Alaska, so as to create a surveyor- 
general at #2000 a year to perform the 
j duties of registrar aud receiver of the 
; general laud office at Sitka. 

E. N. Loomis, representing the pro¬ 
duce merchants of New Y'ork city, asks 
for a low duty on early vegetables, 
especially potatoes and onions. Reply - 
i iug to a question he said that the ad¬ 
mission of these products would not 
damage the trade of California or the 
; Southern States. 

The House bill to amend the lntviga- 
I tion laws has been passed with Senate 
amendments. It deals with the rules 
which govern vessels at sea aud on the 
lakes aud rivers. The bill as passed is 
' a substitute for the House bill, but is 
I substantially the same measure. The 
bill amending the laws relating to 
American seamen occasioned a long and 
fruitless debate. 

Representative D. F. Wilber, of 
New Y'ork, has presented the petition 
t of the National Hay Association, re¬ 
questing a dtft.v of #4 per ton on hay. , 
He also spoke for the hop farmers of I 
i New York, who, he said, since the 
j Gorman-Wilson bill became a law, 
which reduced the duty on hops from 
15 to 18 cents per pound, had been 
forced to sell their product for less: 
than the cost of production. 

Representative Russell of Connecti¬ 
cut has presented the petition of tbo 
seed farmers of Southern New Eng¬ 
land, advocating a specific duty accord¬ 
ing to the following schedule: Five 

cents per pound on all turnip, rape, 
spinach, parsley, beat and mangold. 

! Fifteen cents per pound on oelery, let- , 
tuoe, endive. Twenty cents per bushel 
on peas and beans. Forty cents per 
! pound on kohlrabi. Fifty cents per 
| pound on cauliflower. All seeds not 
■ enumerated, (10 per oent ad valorem. 

1 On’ more effort is to be made to 
secure the passage of the mineral lands 
bill by tho present Congress. Interest 
in the measure is so widespread that 
I Californians are exceedingly hopeful, 
j Congressman Bowers said he would, 
with the assistance of Ellis of Oregon, 

; who was in charge of the bill last year 
! when Bowers was kept from the House 
j by sickness, appear before the Rules 1 
j Committee and ask for time for consid- [ 
eratiou of the measure whenever a day 
j is possible hetween the presentation of 
the appropriation measures. 

Mills of Texas, member of the Com¬ 
mittee on Foreign Relations, brought 
forward a new phase of the Cuban i 
question by offering the following reso- 
i lution: “Resolved, That the Senate: 
and the House of Representatives deem 
that the expediency of recognizing the 
independence of a foreign Government j 
belongs to Congress, and when Con-! 
gross shall so determine the Executive 
shall act in harmony with the legisla- 
tive department of the Government. 1 
Second—That the independence of the : 
republic of Cuba ought to be and here¬ 
by is recognized, and the sum of #10,- 
000 is hereby appropriated for salary 
aud expenses of a Minister to that Gov¬ 
ernment whenever such Minister shall 
be appointed by the President.” Mills 
said he would address the Senate on 
the resolution. 

The estate of the late Shah of Persia 
is valued at £40,000,000 (#200,000,000,) 
of which two-fifths is in cash and bul¬ 
lion. It is rumored that his sneessor 
will devote £4,000,000 (f20.000.000) 
to advancing the civilization of Puna.

A blizzard swooped down on Okla¬ 
homa a few days ago, being the first of ! 
the winter. A blinding sleeistorm, ' 
with the wind blowing thirty miles an , 
hour, struck Perry iu the morning of 
the day iu question, and the mercury 
fell 40 degrees in a few hours. Sim¬ 
ilar reports have been received from 
points throughout the Territory. 

In the Senate Sherman of Ohio 
sought to secure the passage of a bill 
directing the Secretary of Agriculture 
to establish a uniform standard of 
grain and all classes of cereals, to be 
known as the United States standard, 
but there were sharp objections. Hale 
of Maine thought it conferred sweep¬ 
ing powers on the Secretary of Agricul¬ 
ture. Allen of Nebraska said the bill 
was opposed to the grain producers, 
taking out of their hands the right to 
classify their own grain. Gear of Iowa 
said that commercial bodies aud pro¬ 
ducers were in favor of it. Sherman 
explained that he presented the meas¬ 
ure at the request of the organizations 
in his State. It is sougli6 merely to 
establish a uniform standard, but did 
not interfere with any private contract 
as to a standard. Sherman said the 
measure was in the interest of farmers 
and was designed to have the same 
grade in Chicago, New York and else-

The Church of the Nativity. 

We return in time to see the proces¬ 
sion of bishops, priests, and people 
that is forming iu the square In front 
of the church. Each is dressed in his 
most gorgeous robes. Turkish soldiers 
line both sides of tlie street to keep the ’ 
way open for the procession to pass. 
The Latin Patriarch of Jerusalem has 
just arrived. The procession of priests, 
carrying banners and immense can¬ 
dles, meets him, then turns, and all 
go into the Latin chapel through the 
main entrance. Following, we are sur¬ 
prised to find the main entrance so 
small. It can admit but one at a 
time, end that one must stoop to enters 
From the masonry it can be seen that 
the entrance was onqp much larger. 
The reason for the change was that the 
Mohammedans at one time did all in 
their power to injure and annoy the 
Christians, and even used to ride on 
horseback into the very church. The 
door, therefore, was made small to 
protect the church front this sacrilege. 

Once inside, we see we are in a very, 
ancient structure. Fart of the mason¬ 
ry dates from the time of Constantine, 
who built a magnificent basilica on this . 
site, about the year 330 of our era. All , 
we can sec of tlie oldest work, however, 
probably dates from not later than 
Justinian’s time, about 650 A. D. In , 
any case, the church is a venerable 
building, and it lias witnessed some 
stirring scenes. In it Baldwin the Cru¬ 
sader was crownea king of Jerusalem. 

It lias been repaired a number of times; 
anil onee. when It needed a new roof, 
King Edward IV. of England gave 
the lead to make one. This was about 
the year 14S2. The lead roof did good 
service for about two hundred years, 
and might have lasted much longer 
had not the Mohammedans melted it 
up to make bullets. However, another 
roof was soon provided. 

Inside, the building consists of a 
nave and double aisles. The aisles are 
I separated by two rows of columns 
made of red limestone. These columns 
have plain bases, and are surmounted 
by Corinthian capitals. They are nine¬ 
teen feet high, and at the top of each a 
cross Is eugraveil. The church is now 
owned by the Latin, Greek and Ar. ’ 
menian Christians.—St. Nicholas.

rows along the bone or tendons of the 
finger. 

The superficial felon is the less pain¬ 
ful. This is located, as a rule, around 
and under the finger-nail. It may ap¬ 
pear on one or more fingers at the same 
time or in succession, particularly if 
the bodily system is debilitated. The in¬ 
flammation may he slight and subside 
quickly, but frequently it is more or 
less severe and results in the formation 
of a small abscess. 

In the case of enfeebled persons the 
inflammation may cause considerable 
swelling and intense pain, aud result 
in the loss of a part or the whole of the 
finger nail. 

The deep felon usually starts on the 
under side of the linger. Within a day 
ortwothefinger becomes painful, tense, 
hot and throbbing. The pain and ten¬ 
sion rapidly increase—especially when 
the hand hangs at the side—and the 
suffering continues without abatement 
until an abscess lias gathered and its 
contents have discharged through an 
opening in the skin. 

For a superficial felon nothing is 
usually required but rest of the affect¬ 
ed- part, aud a cold application. If an 
abscess has formed, however, Uot ap¬ 
plications should be applied and the pus 
completely removed. The application 
of the tincture of iodine, carbolic acid, 
or a blister affords little or no relief. 

In the deep variety of felon the for¬ 
mation of an abscess is almost certain, 
and therefore hot applications or poul¬ 
tices should lie employed from the be¬ 
ginning 

If at the end of two or throe days 
there is no marked relief the abscess 
should be opened. The incision should 
be deep enough to insure tlie complete 
evacuation of the contents of the ab¬ 
scess. Immediate relief from all suffer¬ 
ing follows the emptying of the ab¬ 
scess, and the wound quickly heals if 
care is taken to keep it absolutely 
clean.—Youth’s Companion.

It appears that the mucilage itself is 
injurious, and that, further, it is an ex¬ 
cellent cultivating medium for germs of 
the worst character. In the ailment 
called postage stamp tongue the latter 
is sore and covered with red spots. A 
bad sore throat is likely to follow if 
great care is uot taken. Apart trom 
tlie speeifle disease of tlie tongue, any 
contagious disease may lie acquired 
through the medium of tlie mucilage. 

Never lick a postage stamp with your 
tongue, say the physicians. It shows a 
great lack of cleanliness and hygienic 
knowledge.

If About a Rogue Plant. 

Here’s the picture of a rogue of a 
plant that lies in wait like a highway 
robber for unwary tiles and other in¬ 
sects and when they appear it swallows 
them up and their friends never hear of 
them again. It has been given the 
botanical name of sarraceuia, but it is 
commonly Called the pitcher plant, from 
the fact that its leaves are rolled into 
the form of pitchers, in which many a 
poor fly is caught. The flies are attract¬ 
ed to the plant by a sweet liquid which 
it gives off, and in their greediness they 
go a little too far and tire killed.

England's stamp collectors, as their 
part in the celebration next year of 
Queen Victoria's attainment of the 
“record” as tenant of the British 
throne, are to hold an international 
philatelic exhibition.

War on British dredges has been de¬ 
clared by some of the leading dredging 
companies of the United Sta tes.

The dredge lately towed from 
Montreal lias been seized by the Phila¬ 
delphia customs officials for violating 
the customs laws of tlie United Stales.

A transfer to American own¬ 
ers is now being examined by the 
authorities, the new owners claiming 
that they have the right to use the plant 
in American waters. At the bottom of 
this; trouble lies a row between rival 
American dredging companies and con¬ 
tractors for dredging.
